6. I would also strive to secure a new Postofflce for 
the thriving city of Nanaimo, and failing in that, somo 
Improvement at least upon tho shameful neglect of its 
present postal facilities. 

Other local and provincial wanta which may call for 
legislative redress shall rcceivo, if I am elected, my 
serious attention and warmest, support. 

I Bhall take an early opportunity of holding public 
meetings in the various sections of your wide and ex- 
tensive district (of which due notice will be given) at 
which I shall, as also in private intercourse, fully ex- 
plain tho course I intend to pursue, and hope as tho 
result of that to receive your generous support.

THE UNITED KINGDOM- — THE 
FIRST STEP TOWARDS CON- 
SOLIDATION OF THE BRITISH 
EMPIRE. 



As tlio great Australasian colonies 
have yefc to unito amongst themselves, 
and owing to the knotty questions so 
far keeping them apart, seem still un- 
prepared for that .desirable consumma- 
tion, it is natural that British North 
America, with the exception of New- 
foundland, confederated from ocean to 
ocean, should be the first to seek closer 
relations with the mother country, and 
to send its representatives to the Im- 
perial Parliament of the future, every 
succeeding year becoming more and 
more a necessity in London, and cer- 
tain to bo summoned, after, as very 
soon may happen, consolidation of the 
Empiro comes up, as the greatest ques- 
tion of tho time. Tho Canadian Do- 
minion, oldest of British dependencies, 
the best prepared for self defence, in 
political institutions tho most advanc- 
ed, is also by far tho nearest to tho old 
country of any of its largor dependen- 
cies. The trans-ocean trip by steamer 
between tho "fast anchored" isles and 
British North America can still be ma- 
terially shortened, as, so far back as 
18G5, was shown by tho well-known 
Mr. Sandford Fleming in a report laid 
before tho Legislative Assembly at 
Quebec. To-day, Cork and Halifax 
are, in time, nearer eaoh other than be- 
fore the era of steamers and railroads 
were John o'Groat's and Land's End. 
About two-thirds of tho food-supply 
needed "at homo" has to bo imported 
from be) 7 ond seas. This is nearly half 
the consumption of the thirty-three 
millions of population. Of these, many 
millions of the artisan and laboring 
classes laying up nothing, have truly 
been said to be living on tho verge of 
starvation. Why should this continue 
when, within a fewciays'travel bysteam- 
er and railway of these "poorly fed and 
lodged and shabbily clothed multitudes 
of our own race, exist in Canada mil- 
lions and tens of millions of unappro- 
priated acres of fertile, open and prai- 
rie land, needing only settlement to 
yield food in cheap abundance. These 
lands are the birthright of the toilers 
of the United Kingdom. In all coun- 
tries a home market for the produce of 
the soil is valued above all others. By 
still further shortening the time of tra- 
vel between Gieat Britain and British 
North America from ocean to ocean, 
from Halifax, N.S., or St, John, N.E., 
to Euca Strait, and by judicious fiscal 
arrangements for tho general good, a 
direct interchange of commodities would 
to a vast extent ensue. After federa- 
tion the varied higher manufactures of 
Great Britain, yet beyond Canada's 
powers of competition, would fully pay 
for food supplies from Ontario and the 
" great Northwest," which in Colomb's 
apt words should for the United King- 
dom be " the butcher's and baker's de- 
partment with an Imperial co-operative 
Btore." Peace River and the Saskat- 
chewan country, besides doing all this 
will supply food to British Colum- 
bia when the mining, fishing, lumber- 
ing and manufacturing capabili- 
ties of this home of our choice shall 
have reached clue development and the 
population in certain localities has be- 
come dense. After federation Great 
Britain will be our home market and 
we will also be her's, although for re- 
venue purposes duties may be exacted 

. on articles manufactured within the 
Dominion. ' Great opportunities now 
present themselves to Canadian states- 
men. They need the goaheadativeness 
and breadth of view that animated the 
rulers of the United States when Illi- 
nois and other Western countries were 
peopled, and when immigration from 
Europe was at its maximum. Canada 

rhas now the boundless acreage of fer- 
tile land to offer America then had. 
Let not what Colomh terms " shoddy- 
ocracy " or any other, influenco be al- 
lowed to prevent the opening of a rail- 
way to it, and from it to that ocean — 
the Pacific — which is at all seasons of 
the year accessible by rail from the 
" great North West," Eor England, 
by joint action with Canada in railway 
building, and in assisting on a large 
scale emigration to Central Canada — as 
it will yet be termed — the gain will b'e 
vast. In 1871, according to that able, 
liberal M. P. of the old land, the Right 
Hon. W. E. I'orster, the average con- 
sumption of British goods in Canada, 
was £53 sterling per head ; in France 
it was less than JC 17 sterling, and in 
the United States of America rather 
under £17 6s. sterling. In 1874 the 
British exports to the Colonies and In- 
dia came to £82,000,000 sterling, and 
to France, Germany and tho Unitod 
States £72,000,000 sterling. With 
the population of the Colonies trebled 
how would tho comparison hold 1 The 
foreign countries just named are all 
Btrictly protectionist. To summarise : 
England can well spare what Canada 
most needs — population and capital. 
Colonial investments of money have on 
the whole been more satisfactory to 
British capitalists than have others 
elsewhere. 

SOMETHING* "DEC ISI YE, " 



The announcement of thepolicyof the 
Local Government on tho Railway 
question cannot be much longer delay- 
ed. The Premier will soon inform the 
country what tho "measuresnuichmoro 
decisive than tho mere entry of protests" 
promised^ in the Speech will be, and 
House and country may then bo called 
on to express an opinion upon those 
measures. We have frequently taken 
occasion to advise the Government to 
pursue a sensible and moderate course 
in dealing with this momentous matter, 
becauso to insure success it is essential 
that the action taken should bo such as 
would enlist tho lympatby and support 



of both sections and all parties in the 
Province. We believe that were the 
Premier to pursue a course that a due 
regard for the public interest makes 
clear to him, ho would announce a sen- 
sible and moderate policy. But a 
majority of his followers in the House 
are pledged to pass soiifething hot and 
strong, and Mr. Walkem has had to 
surrender his own views — "needs must 
when the de'il drives." We are there- 
fore of opinion that the country may 
look for something "decisive," if not 
startling, from the Treasury benches in 
a day or two. Whether that something 
will tako the shape of a series of reso- 
lutions or of a Bill it is impossible to 
divine at present ; but whilst again ex- 
pressing our preference for moderation 
and unanimity of action, we would be 
glad if the policy tho Government may 
bring down should result in bringing 
tho railway embroglio to an end. In 
any case wo shall content ourselves 
with a criticism of the measure, and 
a review of the probable con- 
sequences of ill-considered action, leav- 
ing events to work out themselves. 
It is time that the stnlkinghorso of tho 
railway hohind which local politicians 
have so long concealed themselves were 
knocked on tho head. A speedy settle- 
ment is desirable in the interest of the 
country at largo; but no settlement 
that does not contain at least the spirit 
of the Carnarvon Terms will be satis- 
factory to tho country. 

[Since tho above was put in typo tho 
"decisivo" action has been taken, as 
will be seen by reference to tho synop- 
sis of a memorial laid before tho House 
by the Loader of tho Government yes- 
terday. Tho first day of May, 1879, is 
fixed for Separation, should Canada 
still declino to fulfil her treaty obliga- 
tions.] 

English Mail.

Somnambulists are getting dangerous. 
At Headley, a young woman of the 
neighbourhood got up in her sleep and, 
taking a carving-knife from the kitchen, 
went to the fowl-house, where she cut 
off* tho heads of six fine cocks and four 
hens. She afterwards killed five choice 
rabbits, and concluded her somnambul- 
ant proceedings by mortally stabbing a 
favourite donkey. An eminent Lon- 
don physician has been called to exam- 
ine and report on the patient. 

A diver has walked under tho Thames 
from Greenwich to the Isle of Dogs. A 
largo crowd assembled to see the per- 
formance. 

A novel and successful application of 
the electric light has been "Carried out 
in the grounds of the Ranelagh Club at 
Fulham." A polo match was played by 
the members of tho club, between the 
hours of nino and eleven, the meadow 
being illuminated for the purpose by 
three electric lamps, the light thus ob- 
tained enabling the spectators to follow 
the courso of the ball easily, and the 
players to seo it even more clearly than 
by daylight. 

The Tichborne claimant's sympathis- 
ers intend next election to bring for- 
ward as workingman candidate for 
Sheffield, Mr. Joy, of Leeds, a member 
of the Amalgamated Society of Engin- 
eers. 

The London correspondent of the 
Liverpool Courier writes: — "An idea 
has taken root largely in London that 
promises to become a mania. The idea 
is this — that those persons who desire 
to figure in society as persons of fashion- 
able tone shall have tho fronts of their 
houses painted red-brick red, turned up 
with lighter or darker red or black, 
according to taste. In all the aristo- 
cratic quarters of London this trans- 
formation is slowly going forward; every 
frontage that lias to be painted this 
autumn stands a fair chance of being 
mado to blush brick-red, and the pillars 
and porticoes in Belgravia are turning 
ebony black. However, in these days 
nothing is complete without sanitation, 
thi hygienists of London are insisting 
upon the use of silicia paint in this 
decoration of our house fronts. Silicate 
paint is, it appears, a coating of silicate 
or flint formed into paint, and its ad- 
vantages are numerous. It is very 
healthy, having none of the disastrous 
effects of white lead upon tho human 
system; it dries quickly, requires no 
varnish, has no odour, and is cheaper 
than other paints. The. exteriors of 
buildings should be coated with these 
silicate paints, aay the sanitary author- 
ities, and the houses would then be im- 
pervious to rain and damp." 

The Anglo-American Cable Company 
announces that the attempt to recover 
the cable of I860 lias failed. 

Mr. Tennyson, it is rumored, is busy 
upon a new volume of lyrical poems, 
which will soon make its appearance. 

Prof. Hughes is selling elegantly 
finished microphones for the extremely 
reasonable price of $1 each. He also 
sells microphones^ attached to a tele- 
phone, with battery switch, etc., for $5. 

Tho Bishop of Manchester, England, 
rebukes the clergymen who marry when 
they have not "livings" that give them 
a fair support. He' says that many 
clorgymen do not have meat as often as 
farm hands, and are glad to get cast-off 
clothes. 

At one of the London Clu'us a mem- 
ber lately dropped a five pound note on 
the floor. It was found by one of the 
servants, who returned it with great 
alacrity, observing, at tho same time, 
"It is lucky, sir, as none of our gentle- 
men found itl" 

Mr. Spurgeon's Church is engaged in 
preparing to celebrate tho completion 
of the twenty-fifth year of his pastorate. 
It is proposed to raise §15,000 as a 
testimonial. Mr, Spurgeon declines to 
accept this money for himself, but 
wishes it to bo applied to the endow- 
ment of the almshouses now supported 
by the church. 

It seems that not only was there no 
case, legally speaking, against the British 
Foreign Office copyist Marvin, who 
botrayed the text of tho Anglo-Russian 
agreement, but that !io had- something 
very liko authority for wliat ho did. It 
has bo'in ascertained that some one, so 



high in office that his name has been 
kept a profound secret, actually said in 
the presence of .the copyist that the 
document was to bo sent immediately 
to the newspapers. 

The English agricultural press is in- 
tensely disgusted with tho Govern- 
ment for surrendering the principle of 
slaughtering foreign cattlo on landing. 
The Live Stock Journal which through- 
out the agitation has been very moder- 
ate in its demands, questions if tho Bill 
is now worth having, and darkly hints 
that the British fanners having been 
denied justice by the Liberal and Con- 
servative, may find it necessary to form 
a party of their own. As it is their 
interests are porsistently sacrificed in 
order that popularity may bo gained in 
the boroughs. 

What is known as the throe years' 
system of purchasing musical instru- 
ments has been a subject of legal de- 
cision. Tho Irish Court of Bankruptcy 
has decided that a contract under tho 
three years' system was not valid until 
it had boen registered as a bill of sale. 
The caso being appealed to the High 
Court of Judicature, the Court held 
that "no property in the goods passed 
to the debtor until all the instalments 
had been paid. The license to seize the 
furniture could not, therefore, amount 
to a bill of sale by him, and no regis- 
tration was requisite. The decision 
of tho Court of Bankruptcy on this 
point was accordingly reversed with 
costs fixed at .£20." This decision will 
settle the question, strengthening the 
hands of tho trade, and substantiating 
tho three years' system. 

There are many incidents which go 
strongly to disprove the "every man 
has his price" theory, and certainly 
histories of the Stuarts afford many. 
When a cottago in which tho Pretender 
had taken refuge was surrounded by 
King George's troops, a Mr. Mackenzie 
rushed forward among tho enemy ;is 
though to cut his way through, and 
falling covered with wounds, exclaimed: 
"You have killed your prince." His 
head was carried up to London as that 
of the heir of tho Stuarts, and all search 
was suspended until tho hoax was dis- 
covered. While attention was concen- 
trated on Mackenzie the prince had 
escaped; $150,000, equal to $350,000 
in purchasing power to-day, was offered 
for him, but utterly without effect. 

An incident of the famine in India 
is related showing to what extremities 
the poorer classes are reduced; A mur- 
der case has been tried at Mysore, 
where the prisonors are u number of 
famine stricken boys who murdered i\ 
companion. The wholo of the boys were 
in the habit of going about tho streets 
and picking up tho leaves with the re- 
fuse of the food that were thrown out 
of the houses of the natives and eating 
tho refuse. Tho deceased being the 
biggest boy of (Jhe lot camo in for the 
lion's share. The others thereupon 
hold a consulation, and decided that 
he should be put to death, and they 
formed a plan for putting their decision 
into excution. They asked the big boy to 
come for a walk beyond the fort walls, 
and then took him to a trench, threw 
a big stono upon him, and cut him with 
a knife, which they afterward hid in the 
garden. The boy murderers were sen- 
tenced to ten years' rigorous imprison- 
ment. 

Lord Derby, since his retirement 
from office, has been residing in Knows- 
ley, his splendid home near Liverpool, 
and devoting himself to Lancashire in- 
terests. The establishment in Knowsley 
is one of the largest in England, and 
admirably ordered. The late Earl, 
finding high life below stairs was going 
on at a great rate, bogged his first cousin, 
a retired Admiral, to occupy a residence 
on the grounds and superintend the es- 
tablishment at a salary of $5,000 a 
year. Tho Admiral soon had all in 
quarter-deck order, though not without 
a show of rebellion on the part of the 
magnates of the kitchen and steward's 
room, and probably saved his cousin 
many thousand pounds. Lord Derby 
is childless, but his" wife has children by 
her first husband, the late Marquis of 
Salisbury. Lady Derby is a remark- 
ably able woman, and her present mar- 
riage was always predicted when alio 
was Lady Salisbury. 

A Company Ruined by its Dishon- 
est TREASURER. — The announcement 
of the resignation of John G. Tappan, 
Treasurer of the Boston Belting Com- 
pany, Boston, a position he had held 
since the organization of the corpora- 
tion thirty years ago, and the statement 
that he used the credit of the Company 
in the interest of private speculation, 
caused surprise in financial circles, 
where Tappan was regarded as a man 
of most exemplary character and irre- 
proachable integrity. The corporation 
had a paid-up capital of $500,000, and 
its paper was readily discounted. Tap- 
pan issued notes to the amount of 
$G00,000, and is also held for $28,000 
on outside endorsement as treasurer, 
tho proceeds of which have not been re- 
ceived by the Company. The total 
liabilities of the Company are $839,- 
000; nominal assets, $980,000 ; 'rates 
payable, as above stated, $028,000. The 
property which Tappan handed over is 
of the nominal value of $1,100,000. In 
consequence of this condition of affairs 
the Company has suspended. Tho pa- 
per, the proceeds of which havo been 
misappropriated, is held by 21 Boston 
banks.

' A Cheap and Good Deodorizer. — 
An effectual and inexpensive deodorizer 
is obtained by dissolvtncc half a dram 
of nitrate of lead in a pint of boiling 
water and two drams of common salt 
in a pail of water; tho two solutions 
are then mixed up and the sediments 
allowed to sottle. A cloth dipped 
in the liquid and hung up in the 
apartment is all that is required to 
purify the most fetid atmosphere. It 
is recommended for its cheapness, a 
pound of the materials costing about 
twenty-five cents. 

Speaking op Ill-Flavor of Eggs, 
the Journal of Horticulture, London, 
remarks that it is tho result of ono or 
two causes — either tho food on which 
tho fowls aro fed, or the substanco on 
which tho eggs aro laid,, and adds: — 
This may, be easily tested by shutting 
up a laying hen and giving her garlic 
or malted barley to eat> In n few days 
the eggs will taste of tho food. Wo 
havo tried this ourselves, and know it 
to be correct. Another theory is — 
but we cannot speak of it with tho 
samo certainty — that an egg laid on any 
strong smelling substances will contract 
it. This is explained by the fact that 
the shell when tho egg in first laid is 
comparatively soft and impressionable 
and only hard after contact with' tho 
atmosphere. Lot your birds be whole- 
somely fed on plain food and your neat 
be made on clean straw. II ay nests 
havo a tendoncy to make eggs tasto. 
Follow nature and- jou will have no- 
thing to Complain of. 

The whitewash process is in order 
this month and next for fowl-houses 
and fences — inside and out. The com- 
mon method of half cleansing the poul- 
try premises, Jias been in vogue so many 
vears, and farmers are so prone to ad- 
hore-to the furrow in doing these things 
that they need to reminded every 
spring and fall that complete cleanliness 
of fowl houses is essential to success. 
In whitewashing tho interior of a poul- 
try house do not leave a spot as large 
as tho head of a pin anywherp. Plash 
tho whitewash liberally into every nook 
and corner, crack and crevice. If the 
honnery has a floor of cement, stone, 
brick or boards, whitewash that also. 
The plan of "whitewashing" is a very 
good anil serviceable way to renovate the 
houses, and to purify the premises. 
But the use of lime alone in this work 
is not so good a method as is the follow- 
ing: into the white wash pail, when 
the liquid is prepared for application 
to inside work, whilo the lime-water 
is still hot, drop a teacup full of soft 
boiled rice and mix this thoroughly 
through tho mass. Then pour into a 
quart of cold water say ten or twelvo 
chops of crude carbolic acid. Mix thin 
into tho rest, and swab the interior of 
your hen-houses with it. For outside 
work, use rock salt dissolved, instead 
of boiled rice and dispense with carbol- 
ic ncid. No other preparation of 
"whitewash" ever equalled this, J^vith- 
in our knowledge — and no one who 
tries this once will ever be content 
with any other combination, for poul- 
try buildings.

FIRST SESSION. 



Wednesday, Aug. 21st. 
Mr. Speakor took thcChnirat 2:15 p.m. 

CLOSF.R FEDERAL RELATIONS. 

Mr. Smitho moved that a respectful ad- 
dress he prosentcd to His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor, praying that ho will 
be pleased to convey the following resolu- 
tion to the proper authority at Ottawa, 
with a "request that a copy thoreof bo 
transmitted to Her Majesty's Princi- 
pal Secretary -of Stato for tho Colo- 
nies: That whereas the Legislative Assem- 
bly of British Columbia views with satis- 
faction the greatly increased interest man- 
ifested in England's Colonial possessions 
by representative men of all parties with- 
in the British' Isles; and whereas it is be- 
lieved that tho perpetuation of the power 
and prestigo of the Anglo-Saxon race, un- 
der British rule, depends upon the closer 
union of the wide-spread and diversified 
component parts of the Empire; be it 
therefore resolved, that, in tho opinion of 
this Houso, it is highly desirable that the 
Government of tho Dominion of Canada 
Bhould submit to tho notice of tho Impe- 
rial Government, in such manner as may 
be thought most expedient, the necossity 
for tho establishment of such judicious 
fodoral relations between Great Britain 
and Canada as will conduce to tho greater 
prosperity and well-being of Her Majes- 
ty's subjects in thesoDominions, and tend 
to dovelop a systom of genoral federation 
of the Empire. 

The hon. mover said ho did not intend 
to occupy the tiino of the Houso with any 
lengthy remarks on tho resolution. It 
would bo remembered that tho last Parlia- 
ment had passed unanimously a resolution 
almost similar in import and he thought it 
desirable that at the first session of the new 
Parliament a similar resolution should 
again be placed on record. He alluded to 
tho interest taken in connection with tho 
subject by the Colonial Institute in Eng- 
land and thought that it was fast becom- 
ing a popular belief in England that the 
consolidation of all the British Colonial 
possessions would prove the only means 
of preserving and extending England's 
greatness and prestigo. Ho believed un- 
lesssuch a course were resorted to at no 
distant date England would fall and be- 
como a second-rate power amongst na- 
tions. He believed that it was the des- 
tiny of British possessions on tho North 
American continent to improve the Anglo- 
Saxon race. Ho was of opinion too that 
the Anglo-Saxon race had a divine mission 
amongst nations. In climato and geogra- 
phical position thoy were peculiarly favor- 
ed and with regard to the City of Victoria ho 
thought that in the near f uturo it - would 
surpass the City of San Francisco in com- 
mercial importance. Tho time was not 
far distant he said when the Province of 
British Columbia would assume a more 
eminent position than California, for there 
was nothing in the latter stato to enable 
hor to maintain tho status she has hold for 
the past ton years. Sho had nothing to 
justifytho establishment of manufactures; 
but tho reverse was tho case with British 
Columbia. With us it would bo slow and 
up hill work if left to our unaided efforts; 
but aid would no doubt bo forthcoming 
from — 

Mr. Drummond — I rise to a point of 
order. I movo the provious quostion. 

Mr. Speaker — You are out of order. 

Mr. Smithe — It ill becomes new mem- 
bers to risoto interrupt lion, members who 
aro perfectly in order. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys contended that 
Mr. Drummond was in ordor and that tho 
provious quostion could be moved at any 
time, no matter who had tho floor. [Cries 
of "oh ! oh !"] 

Mr. Speaker —No, sir. Tho member 
for Victoria is entirely out of order. 

Mr. Wilson did not see why tho timo of 
the Houso should be occupied by tho 
member for Cowichan in speaking to a vi- 
sionary affair. 

Mr. Smitho continuing said that if hon. 
membors thought so interesting a subject 
of no importance he would simply move 
the resolution without further remarks. 
When ho was interrupted ho was alluding 
to the fact thai- California had no coal de- 
posits sufficient to ensuro tho successful 
estal hmcnt of manufactures. Here, 
howo coal wa» found in abundance 



near the sea coast ; iron also existed in 
largo deposits where it could bo easily got 
at, and our wealth in prccioua metals 
placed us at least on an oven footing with 
California and Nevada. Ho looked to the 
opening up of our mines of precious me- 
tals as the first stop to induce a largo im- 
migration. Our fisheries, too, would in- 
creaso the prosperity of tho country and 
our geographical position would onablo us 
to command tho commorco of tho Pacific, 
which in tho future was destined to bo 
even larger than that of tho Atlantic. 
Tho peculiar facilitioa afforded by the fact 
that tho Province is situated midway bo- 
tween tho teoming millions of Asia on tho 

ono sido and 

Mr. Wilson — I don't think that the 
gentleman is spoaking to tho Ohincso 
quostion. 

Mr. Smitho said that it was shameful 
that tho membors for Victoria city should 
bo pormitted to causo so froquont interrup- 
tions and hoped Mr. Speaker would call 
them to order. 

Mr. Wilson — I rise to explain. 

Mr. Spoaker called the hon. member to 
order. 

Sir. Smitho, resuming, proceeded to 
dilate on tho advantages possessed by tho 
Provinco ovor California. Ho alluded to 
tho agricultural resources not only of tho 
Province but of that vast expanse of terri- 
tory just boyond the Rocky Mountains. 
Ho believed it highly necessary and de- 
sirable that the colonies should bo rep- 
resented in tho Imperial Parliament and 
said that if it hud been shown to tho Im- 
perial Government that tho construction 
of the transcontinental railway was a 
question of national importance wo should 
have been in a much more satisfactory 
condition with regard to that railway than 
at present. Ho hoped the House would 
show by placing tho resolution on record 
that tho Provinco is not blind to tho value 
of closer foderal relations. (Applause.) 

Tho resolution was secoudod by Mr. 
McGillivray. 

Mr. Ash moved in amendment that tho 
quostion bo not now put but that tho 
Houso proceed to- tho orders of tho day. 

Mr. Smitho said tho amendment was 
out of order ; tho only amendment that 
could bo made would be by striking out 
words from or adding them to tho original 
resolution. Last session a rulo had more- 
over been adopted whoroby Wednesdays 
wero to bo set apart for business other 
than that of tho Government. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that could not 
interfere with the motion of tho member 
for Comox, which was quite in ordor. 

Mr. Smitho said if it was intended to 
slaughter all the private business it 
would not be competent, if a private 
member objected, to go on with tho Gov- 
ernment measures on tho orders. He 
would ask the member for Comox to with- 
draw his motion. 

Mr. Ash said he was quite in ordor and 
the arrangomont made last session did not 
hold good for more than that poriod. Ho 
would ask that his motion bo therefore 
put without further dolay. 

Mr. Smitho pointed out from tho jour- 
nals of the Houso that the arrangement 
had beon arrived at by a resolution of tho 
Houso. 

Mr. Speaker ruled tho amendment in 
ordor, and having put the question de- 
clared it carried. 

Mr. Smitho said that if it was intend- 
ed thus to strangle privato business he 
would insist on his rights and object to 
Governmental business being proceeded 
with on a privato day 1 

Mr. Speaker — That I do leave the 
Chnir? 

Mr. Smithe — No; I do not intend to 
allow the rules of the Houso to bo over- 
ridden. I am awaro that, supported as 
you are by hon. gentlemen opposite, you 
can do just as you pleaso, 

Government supporters — Order! order! 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys rose to protest 
against %uch language, and Baid Mr. 
Speakor had beon insulted (laughter). 

Mr. Smitho, continuing, said ho did 
not intend to allow tho Government to 
tyrannizo over the minority of the House. 
At their own instanco last session mem- 
bers now occupying the treasury benches 
askod that Wednesday bo sot aside for 
privato business. Their request had been 
granted by a resolution, which thoy now 
wanted to override because it suited them 
to do so. 

Mr. Speaker — That I do leave to tho 
Chair? 

Mr. Smithe — No; I maintain that the 
Government have no right to proceed 
with their business in disregard of private 
business for which to-day has beon espe- 
cially sot aside. On the 18th March last 
tho senior member for Victoria City mov- 
ed a resolution embodying tho substance 
of an ordor sotting Wednosday apart and 
the resolution was carried and placed on 
record. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said it was the duty 
of tho Speaker to put the question. 

Mr. Smithe — No; I rise to a question of 
privilege. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem— Call him to order, 
Speaker. 

Mr. Spoaker — To order! (laughter.) 

Mr. Mara said the leader of tho Gov- 
ernment had mistaken tho point taken by 
the leader of tho Opposition who contend- 
ed that the Government had no right on 
a private day to placo a Government order 
at tho head of allotherordors (hear, hear.) 

Mr. Speaker — That I do leavo the 
Chair? 

Hon. Mr. Beaven— What for ? 

Mr. Speaker — Committeo of Supply. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven — Why that's a Gov- 
ernment order. Go on to tho Municipal 
and Liconses Acts. (Hear) from members 
of the Opposition.) 

Tho report on that measure was then 
adopted and tho bill passed its third read- 
ing. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said there wero sev- 
eral questions passed over he would like 
to reply to. 

Mr. Smitho— That is impossible unless 
the motion of tho mombor for Comox be 
rescinded. 

Mr. Speaker — Committee of supply. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven (Warmly)— Call on a 
privato bill. (Hear, hear.) 

Tho orders were then called and ex- 
hausted, tho privte measures boing drop- 
ped. 

Tho""Speaker then left the chair and tho 
House went into committeo of supply. 

Treasury Department. — Minister of Fi- 
nanco, $1500; troasurer, $900; auditor, 
$8-10. 

Mr. Ash askod if the treasurer and audi- 
tor wero willing that tho reduction mado 
in their salaries should commonco from 
tho 1st July. If not ho thought it was 
manifestly unjust and he know that such 
a practice would not hold good in a com- 
mercial houso. Ho was aware that offi- 
cials were at the morcy of the Govern- 
ment, but ho did not think it right that 
salaries should be reduced until so order- 
ed by tho House. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said there was noth- 
ing now in tho courso pursued by the Gov- 
ernment. Tho officers wore aware months 
ago that their salaries would bo reduced. 

Mr. Smitho said that unless tho officers 
had been notified that from and after the 
1st July their salaries would bo reduced 
tho Houss would be taking from them that 
whieh th»y believed thoy had oamed. It 



was competent to increase a salary for a 
term already expired, but it was not right 
to go back for several montlis and refuse 
to pay the full amount under which an 
officor was engaged. Tho reduction at 
least should not como into effect until 
after the passage of tho estimates. 

Mr. Vernon said tho oxecutivo had 
taken upon themselves to reduco salaries 
for months before tho Houso met. The 
officials, he did not suppose, woro wealthy 
and it was manifestly improper to leavo 
thom in tho lurch for a portion of thoir 
salary. The reduction could apply to tho 
future but not to tho pa3t. 

Mr. Mara said admitting that tho late 
Govornmont did a gross injustice at had 
beon said, was that any reason why tho 
present Government should do a similar 
wrong? Even if officers had not drawn 
their salaries thoy had no doubt livod up 
to them and it was morally and logally 
wrong to doprivo thorn of aportion of tho 
monoy thoy fully bolioved they had boen 
earning. Was a mombor of tho Govern- 
ment prepared, aaa privato individual, to 
toll his servant whon ho desired to dis- 
charge him that his salary had beon re- 
duced for some timo past without his 
knowlodgo ) Did any hon. mosabor sup- 
pose that servant could not domand his 
pay in full in a law court ? But an official' 
could not silo tho Govornmont without 
permission. \ 

Mr. Wilson asked, if thoso wero Mr. 
Mara's ideas, how he could have intro- 
duced a bill to reduco members' indemnity 
to $250. Ho (Mr. W.) was olocted at 
S'100 per session and had performed a por- 
tion of his work at that rato. 

Mr. Mara replied that tho Houso could 
not legislate rotrogressivoly and that tho 
bill would not como into operation this 
session. Tho member for Victoria City 
could therefore rest easy about his $100 
this session. (Laughtor.) 

Dr. Ash said he certainly thought it 
would be only right and just that the 
clarks should bo paid at tho old rato of sal- 
aries till tho estimates woro passed. 

Mr. Holgosen said ho would vote for 
tho amount as itstood,for he could not seo 
whore the money was coming from to pay 
them othorwiso. Ho would lifco to know 
who had the moat right to dictato, tho 
master or the servant ? 

Mr. Humphreys said tho policy of tho 
Opposition was most dangorous as it was 
tho result of lobbying, not by outsiders, 
but by members of tho civil ssrvico. 

Mr. Ash wished to know whether he 
was included among thoso, for if so ho 
would tell tho hon. gentleman that ho had 
never been spokon to either directly or 
indiroctly by any of tho civil servants or 
any ono outside tho Houbb on this . ques- 
tion. His remarks woro mads in the in- 
terest of justice. (Hoar.) 

Mr. Humphreys said he had not includ- 
ed tho hon. gontloman, (laughter,) but 
had dircctod his remarks towards tho cele- 
brated trimumviratc opposite. Thoaction 
takon by thorn on behalf of tho clerks he 
characterised as unjust towards the House 
nnd tho country and intimated tfiat it 
would bo worso for tho clerks on account 
of tho dofonco set up for thom now. 

Mr. Mara said ho must emphatically 
deny that there had boon any attempt at 
lobbying. No civil servant had spokon to 
him on tho subject, cither dirsctly or' in- 
directly. What tho Opposition donied the 
right of tho Government to do wai to toll 
tho clerks that 'they would not pay them 
for tho past two months what was un- 
doubtedly thoir duo. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem thon showed how the 
salaries woro reduced in 1873 whon clerks 
wero dismissed at a moment's notice and 
rocoived no compensation. It had nevor 
been the practice to pay tho back salarios 
except as voted by tho Houso. 

Mr. Smitho said that to show that a 
wrong had boen done at somo provious 
time was no reason why it should bo done 
now. As for tho accusation of lobbying 
it was entirely without foundation for not 
a single mombor of the sorvico had spoken 
to him or endeavored directly or indirect- 
ly to induce him make an effort on their 
behalf. Tho Houso had no legal or moral 
right to say to these clerks that thoir sal- 
arios for the last two months would be re- 
ducod; they should bo notified at a certain 
date tint from and nftcr that time thoir 
salaries should be reduced. He thought 
tho reduction would take place after tho 
passing of tho Supply Bill, inasmuch as 
tho cl«rk3 had not beon informod of tho 
comtomplatcd reduction until tho estimates 
showed it to them. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said he consider- 
ed it would havo beon more in tho inter- 
est of tho clerks had the Opposition re- 
frained from urging their case on tho 
Houso. There is no desire on -the part of 
tho Government to do tho clerks any in- 
jury or reduce thoir salaries, but the Gov- 
ernment had to do one of two things, 
cither dismiss thom or reduco thoir sal- 
aries, for there is not sufficient money in 
tho treasury to pay them and unless things 
change very much within the next three 
months the clorks whoso salaries have 
been reduced will either havo to work for 
nothing or else bo dismissed. 

Mr. Evans said tho clerks wero well 
aware that thoir salaries from 30th Juno 
were in abeyance till the estimates wero 
passed. 

Mr. Ash said he had no idea the coun- 
try was in such a disastrous state and felt 
suro the House and tho country would 
feel obliged to the Provincial Secrotaty 
for tolling them that within three months 
there would not be sufheiont monoy to pay 
tlu3 civil servants, namely, §24,954.98, 
when only yesterday the Finance Minis- 
ter had informed tho Houso that he esti- 
mated tho revenue at $338,401.78. He 
would like to know which statomont wan 
correct? (Hoar.) 

Hon. Mr. Walkom, sneoringly, said tho 
hon. member for Comox had made a great 
point. (Hear, hoar.) Ho had shown tho 
stato of things the lato Governmont had 
put the.country in. 

Mr. Smithe said Dr. Ash had made a 
point, and a good one. Tho Houso had 
just been informed by one minister (Mr. 
Humphreys) that tho estimates yesterday 
introduced by another minister (Mr. 
Beavon) were not worth the paper thoy 
were printed on. (Hear, hoar.) Wo were 
told now tha't all Mr. Beaven had said 
yesterday was mere moonshino and with- 
in three months it would in all probability 
bo proved that tho estimate of revenue 
made by Mr. Beaven was simply imagin- 
ary. It was a very good point indeed. 
(Heati, hear and laughtor,) 

Tho item was thon carriod and $3,240 
voted for salaries for the Treasury Depart- 
ment. 

Lands and Works Department — Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works, $1500. 

Mr. Ash said ho really had no objection 
to this sum being voted; but at the same 
time ho thought that he should roceivo 
salary as Attorney-General instead, as it 
was tho higher and more important posi- 
tion. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said he did not soe 
any difference between tho standing of the 
two portfolios. 

Mr. Smithe asked tho lcador of the 
Government whether a ministor can con- 
stitutionally hold two offices and quoted 
from tho Constitution' Act to show that 
doubt existed. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem mUd he had exsoin- 



ed into this question and wa3 of opinion 
that tho leader of tho lato Government 
was able constitutionally to bo Provincial 
Secretary and Attorney General, but ad- 
mitted that opinions differed oh the point. 
Tho vote then passed. 
Surveyor General, $900; Clerk of 
!Records,$(!00; Accountant,.? 100; Draughts- 
man, $750; assistant Draughtsman, 8510. 
Passod. 

Attorney General's Department, $900. 
Carried. 

Registrar General — Registrar of Titles, 
$1,000; Clerk, $100. Carried. 

Mr. Vernon asked whether it was in- 
tended to do away with tho clerk in this 
oftico, for ho could not soe how tho work, 
which was continually increasing, could be 
dono without assistance. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem replied that it was 
intondod to do away with the oflico of 
clork. 

Mr. Smitho said it was quite 
clear tho business of this oflico was large- 
ly increasing, '^flio lato govornmont had 
tried to amalgamate this position with 
that of accountant of tho Lands & Works 
department, but this was found to be 
useless and a clerk had beon appointed 
first at $40 per month and afterwards at 
$50 per month or half what tho Walkem 
Government had paid a clerk on a former 
occasion. Tho office was a most import- 
ant ono and it was highly necossary that 
no mistakes should occur there; but that 
the work should bo well dono. Tho Re- 
gistrar himself was a very valuable of- 
fice and should havo assistance, and ho 
hopod tho Governmont would reconsider 
this item. Thousands of dollars in future 
litigation might bo saved by proper caro 
boing taken. 

Mr. Wilson said the comniittoQ had con- 
sidered this question and had found that 
it was not necessary to appoint a clork. If 
holp was needed ho felt certain tho Re- 
gistrar of the Supremo Court could render 
assistance in copying, for he had of courso 
picked up a certain amount of legal know- 
lodgo and wrote a really creditable hand. 

Mr. Mara said the Registrar of Titles 
had told tho committeo that ho could not 
do without assistance. 

The item then passed. 

Legislation — Mr. Speaker, $250. 

Mr. Mara said ho believed it had boen 
tho intention of tho Government to placo 
this amount at $100, and ho considered 
that would bo far hotter than placo the 
salary at tho high figures hitherto placed 
on the 1 estimates. He therefore moved 
that tho salary bo reduced to $100. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said ho saw no 
reason for this attack. Tho Government 
had novor intended placing tho sum at 
flOO. 

Mr. Evans said tho Speaker's salary 
was raised by tho Elliott Government 
from |750 to $1,000. (Cries of "oh, no ! 
muddled again, wrong as usual," and 
laughtor.) 

Mr. Mara said tho statement mado by 
tho mombor for Cariboo was untruo. Tho 
Act by which that salary was raised was 
introduced in 1875 by tho Walkem Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Ash called tho attention of the 
House to tho fact that the lion, gentleman 
had mado use of unparliamentary languago 
in saying that tho statement made by tho 
momber for Cariboo was "untruo," and he 
thought tho hon. gentleman should with- 
draw it. 

Mr. Mara said that in dofcrence to the 
wish of tho Houso and of' the chair ho 
would withdraw tho phrase and say that 
the statemont made by the member for 
Cariboo was incorrect, or that it was not 
in accordanco with facts. Ho then quoted 
from tho Acts of 1875 to prove that tho 
increase was mado by tho Walkom Gov- 
ornmont. ■> 

Tho committee then rose and the 
Home adjourned till 2 p.m. on Thursday. 

Prom Oanslsir jmfl tho North-West 
Coast. 

The steamer Grapplor, Captain Moore, 
arrived at 6 o'clock yesterday morning 
from Fort Wrangel ami way ports. She 
brought 48 passengers, G03 cases Aberdeen 
salmon, 12 barrels salt salmon, 22 bales of 
furs, 3 cases of quartz specimens and 11 
pieces of ship timber from Bella Bella. Tho 
steamer Gertrude arrived at Wrangel from 
Glenora on the 14th inst. She reports the 
Stickoen river in good stage of water. - The 
steamer Beaver lay in the same position. 
Tho Gertrude loft Wrangel for Glenora on 
tho 15th with 33 head of cattle, 53 tons of 
freight and ton passengers. Sir. H. Ma- 
loney arrived by the Grapplor yesterday 
from Bella Bella, after a prospecting tour 
in that neighbourhood, and has with him 
some rich specimens of copper ore. Mr. 
R. Cunningham has also Borne fine looking 
silvor oro from White Cliff Island. 



Piovinoial AoiucaLionAii Society.— 
At a meeting of the B. C. Agricultural 
and Horticultural Society held at the City 
Council Chambers on Tuesday ovoning 
last the President read tho articles of con- 
stitution which wore adopted with slight 
amendment. Officers of tho society will 
bo eloctod annually at every annual exhi- 
bition. Ten members at a meeting suffi- 
cient to form a quorum. On motion it 
was resolved to hold the first show on Oc- 
tober 1st next and a committee was ap- 
pointed to solect suitable grounds and re- 
port at the meeting to bo held on Tuesday 
evening next. Subsequently this resolu- 
tion was rescinded, and it was resolved 
not to hold a show this year. 



The Alaska Gold and Silver Mining 
Co. havo erected a ton-stamp mill on 
Baranoff Island, about 14 miles from Sitka, 
and on the ljpit prox. will commence crush- 
ing. They have upwards of 250 tons of 
oro ready to pass through tho mill. Quartz 
taken from Bald Mountain, which is situ- 
ated about five miles from the tunnel, 
averaged from $30 to $40 per ton, whilst 
selected quartz from the same locality yield- 
ed on assay, from $1,000 to $2,000 per ton. 
Numerous assays mado in Portland and 
elsewhere indicate that ore takon from the 
Stewart tunnel contains tho precious 
motals in paying quantities. 

Tun steamer Isabel arrived hore at 5:15 
p.m. yesterday from Port Townsend, 
bringing the overland mails, some 30 pas- 
sengors, 25 tons of flour and feed, 15 tons 
of coal oil and a small quantity of miscel- 
laneous freight.

TSS RAILWAY QUESTION. 
A Separation Momoriall 

Tho Premier laid before tho House, 
just before tho hour of six, yesterday, a 
memorial addressed to tho Queen's Most 
Excellent Majesty and setting forth tho 
frequent breaches of faith by Canada with 
respect of tho railway covenant of tho 
Terms of Union. Tho memorial recites 
the Carnarvon settlement in 'full and its 
acceptance by tho Canadian Government ; 
the failure of tho Canadian Government 
to fulfil those terms'; tho subsequent con- 
cession on tho part of tho Provinco of the 
"dolay of a singlo summer," as desired by 
Lord Carnarvon, and continues : "That 
although tho timo so conceded expired 
some months ago tho Dominion Govorn- 
mont havo not carried out their agree- 
ment, nor have they fulfilled any of tho 
conditions of the settlement of 1874 with 
respect to tho active prosecution of "rail- 
way construction in the Provinco. " Tho 
following quotation from_ the manly re- 
monstrance of tho Elliott' Govornmont is 
next givon. 

"8. To repeat tho languago of tho 
minute of tho Provincial Govornmont, 
approved of on the 20th March, 1878, 
your petitioners exceedingly regret to 
stato, 'that tho succccssion of failures on 
tho part of tho Dominion Govornmont to 
fulfil tho sovoral railway agreements 
solemnly entered into with this Provinco 
has produced a feeling of disappointment 
and distrust so wide-spread and intense as 
to severely and injuriously affect the com- 
mercial and industrial interests of tho 
Provinco and seriously retard its general 
prosperity.' 

Tho memorial concludes : 
"9. Under thoso circumstances, and 
with a view to prevent, if possiblo, tho 
repetition in tho future of tho disasters of 
tho past, your petitioners, with great re- 
gret, fool compelled, in dofonco of tho in- 
terests of tho pooplo of tho Provinco at 
largo, to resort to the unavoidable alter- 
native forced upon them by tho conduct of 
the Dominion Government in this matter, 
and to thoroforo humbly pray that, in tho 
event of tho Dominion Govornmont fail- 
ing to carry into effect the terms of settle- 
ment of 1874, on or before the first day of 
May next, your Majesty will bo graciously 
pleased to sen fit to order and direct — 

"That British Columbia shall thereafter 
havo the right to exclusively collect and 
retain her Customs and Excise duties and 
to withdraw from tho Union; and shall 
also, in any event, bo entitled to bo com- 
pensated by the Dominion for losses sus- 
tained by reason of past dolays and tho 
failure of tho Dominion Governmont to 
carry out thoir railway and "other obliga- 
tions to tho Provinco. 

' 'And your petitioners, as in duty bound, 
will over pray, &c. , &c. , &c. "
